He said the en- 
tire amountof reduction which will re- 
sult from the passage of the bill is esti- 
mated at $75,000,000. Beck made a 
fiery speech in opposition to the adop- 
tion of the report. Bayard - character- 
ized the report as a ‘‘most lame and im-

INTERVIEWING MCDOWELL. 


Major Gard Visits the Murderer in 
His «el. 


Major Geo. E Gard returned yester-
